HER EAS bythe Statute made 1 the Eight and Twentieth Year of the Raignof King 

M Henry the Eighth , for Prizing F Wines, Iris provided that the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Treaſurer , Lord Prefidet of the Kings moſt honorable Councel,, Lord Privy 
Seal, and the Lord cheit Juſtic of either Bench, or, Five, Four, or Three of them, 
ſhall have Power and Authorit|by their diſcretion to ſet the prizes of all kinds of 
Wines, as in the ſaid Statute is 'prefſed ; By vertue whereof the Lord Chancelor, 
the Lord Treaſurer and the L,o1. Keeper of the Privy Seal , the Seventh day of De- 
cember laſt, did order, That Ciary wines, All:gant and Muſcadels, be Told in groſsat 
2G "Twenty fix pounds the Pipe or jtr, and Nine pcnce the Pint by retail : Sacks and 
Malagoes in groſs , at Twenty four pounds the Butt , at' Eight pence the Pint by retail : And that French 
ines ſhould be fold in groſs for Twenty three pounds thTun,and Fight pence the Quart by retail: And Rhe- 
iſh Wines in groſs ſor Six pounds che Ame, and Twelve ;nce the Quare by rerail ; and ſo according to theſe 
proportions for greater of lefſer quantities either in groſ's «>y retail;and that none preſume to ſell at higher prizes 
during the next year enſuing, to be accounted from the ft day of February next following. Now thar all cauſe 
of excule may be removed from ſuch as inhabice in remote arts of rhis Realm, and that” ſuch as ſhall be tound 
Delinquentstherein, may acknowledg their own wiltulln : the cauſe of the danger aud penalty they fall into 
after advertiſement, His Majeſties will and pleaſure is,a iby the advice of the ſaid Lords, and the reſt of His 
Privy Councel, according to one other Statute in thar bet r made in che fourth year of the Raign of His moſt 


Noble Proyenitor King Edward the third, by this His .byal Proclamation doth Publiſh and Declare , That

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for One year next following, to be accounted as aforeſaid, Canary Wines , Allegant and Muſcadels be not ſold 
in groſs art above Twenty fix pounds the Butt or Pipe ,and at Nine pence the Pint by retail; And that Sack. 
and Malagoes be not fold in groſsat above Twenty four pounds the Butr , and Eight pence the Pint by retail ; 
And that French Wines benot ſold in groſs at above Twenty three pounds the Tun , and Eight pence the 
Quart by retail ; And that Rheniſh Wines benot ſold ingroſsat above Six pounds the Ame, and Twelve pence 
the Quart by retail ; and according to theſe proportiors for greater, or lefſer quantities , either in groſs ,or by 
retail; - which Rates and Prizes His Majeſties pleaſure is , ſhall be duly obſeryed in all His Ports, and other 
places, within this Realm, where Wines are landed , aid within Ten miles of thoſe Ports and Places : Andiris 
His Majeſties pleaſure, thatin thoſe places , where Wins by Land-Carriage ſhall be conveighed more then Ten 
miles from rhe next Port, the ſeveral ſorts of Wine afortfaid , ſhall and may be fold according to the Rates afore- 
faid, with an allowance, not exceeding Four pounds theTun , and One penny the Quart for the carriage thereof 
upon land , every Thirty wiles , and according to thaiproportion , and not at greater Rates; Scraightly chars- 
ing and commanding , ſuch of His Subjects, and othes whom it may concern , That none of them, during the 
time aforeſaid , preſume to ſell any , of any of the ſaid Wines, in groſs , or by retail, at higher races than by this 
His Majeſties Proclamation are appointed, under the forfeitures and Penalties mentioned in the ſaid Statute, 
 andother the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, ordaited in that behalf, and ſuch further paines and penalties, 
as by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm, can, or my be inflicted upon wiltull Contemners of His Majeſties 
Royall Command and Prociamation: Requiring an{ Commanding all Majors, Sheriffs , Juſtices of the Peace, 
Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other Officers of His Mheſties Ports , and all others whom it ſhall concern , dili- 
gently ro obſerve,take notice of,and attend the Executpn of this His Royal picaſure,and to give Informarion to 
the Lords, and others of the Privy Councel, of the Delinquents, that they may be proceeded againſt, and re- 
ceive Puniſhment according to their demeritss Giwen at Our Conrt at Qxtord, the Twentieth day of January 272 
the Seventeenth Year of Our Raign, |
